One of the surprises of the world'?
bowling tournament, held ln Baltimore.
was the score made by K. G. Whltman.
of Richmond, who canrled away hlgh
score honors, and tied thc rocognlzed
mark for the world's champlonship.
Whltman rolllng three games. made an

averago of 207. The high score was

255, made in the flrst game of the
series.
Whltman madei his score that tied

the world's champion the llrst time he
ever was pltted In fast com_.wiy
against a man of hlgh callbre. Whlt¬
man dld not suffer wlth stage frlght.
as ls the case wlth a great many young
bowlers, and went through his per-
formances In such form that the gal-
lory "rooted" hard for the Virglnian
to beat out the world's record.
The team scores are reekoned by

the average of three arames rolled. and
when Whltman led ofT wlth a score
of 255 for the first game the gallory
applauded.it as a freak showing whlcli
could not bo du_>licated. The second
game. however, was a rattllng exhlbl¬
tlon of bowling. and the thlrd clinchod
tlie hlgh averago of 207 pins for the
threp games. The experts ln Baltlmore
have declared that the record wlll
stand for the meet. Judgln by the
form showed by thf» other bowlers

In congratulatintr Whltman on the
great showing he made In the alleys,
President George II. Pryor, of tho|
Bowling Association. stated that he
was more than pleased over the show¬
ing made by Whltman and th« Rloh¬
mond team. Tho showing was espe¬
cially gratifylng. owing to the fact
that the Richmond team is the flrst
Southern team ever particlpatlnar ln a
national tournament.
That tho high scoro prize should fall

to a Virginla nleased Mr. Rogers, be-
caiise he hoped tliat it would encour-
age more Southorn teams to enter tha
national cvents and make the tourna¬
ment for the South. as well as for the
North and West.

In concluslon, President Pryor stated
that the honor of leading thousajnda
of the beat bowlers in the world was
no mean tliinr and congratulated
Whltman most cordially.
The Richmond team an a wholo niudo

a most excellent showing in the tour.
nament, and wlll rank high up in thc
prlze nioney awards. Every player was
ln form whon tholr tline came and
excellent scores were made.

Paraphrasing the saying that "All

coons look allke," to the eye of the

average automoblle buyer, "all auto¬

moblles look allke." How to choose so

as to get the best value for the pur¬
poso and for the money at his com¬

mand ls the question uppermost lo

the mind of tho buyer. Tho experience
of others and tho knowledge that la
galned by newspaper acounts of the

performances of tho different makes of
cars Is what ho has to rely upon ln

making his purchase.
A reliabillty run. or endurance run,

as it ls sometlmes called, is the best

test to whlch a car may be put. Speed
ls not to bo consldered as an essential
at all ln such a test. In fact. speed
is dlstlnctly dlscotintenancod, as may
bo judged by the fact that contrc/l sta-

tlons aro ostabllshed on the course ot
the run, by whlch a contestant may
not pass under a stated and glven tlme
without penalty to hlmself and hls
scoro. Taking Into conslderation the
;haracter of the road. and the average
-nlles per hour to be attalned as speed.
:he tlmc of arrlval at any control ia
irrangod bcforohand. and a schedule
nado up glvlng the contestants a tlme
able by whlch they may bo gulded.
ind so avoid oxcesstve speed.
To show how strlct tho rules of tho

-ontest board are, tho following rulo

mlght be quotod. under tho head of
'Road Regulations":
"487 Any car whoso owner or

drlver' sh. 11 be arrested for a. viola-
tlon of speed laws, or of any law or

ordlnance. may bo dtsquallfled or pena-
Uzed at tho dlscretlon of tho referee.

Hand Hogs Dtsqunlltled.
Another rule provldes that any en¬

trant or his reprosentative who shall
fall to observe all local ordlnances ot

rules of the road. or who fatls to
show proper respect for tho rlghts of

othor users of the public highways.
shall bo subject to penalizatlon or dls-

quallficatlon. In thls, as ln all other
matters pertalning to the conduct ot
cars on the road, any observer on

any car may report infractlon of rules
by'anv contestant, t-eportlng tho same

at tho" ond of the day's run. In othor
words, everybody watches everybody
else. It wlll bo seen from tho fore-
golng that an onduranco run ls ln no

senso a raco. Should a contestant ar-

rlso at one of tho control stations he
fore hls Hcheduled tlmo he is obllgod,
under penalty, to walt outslde tha
control station untll such tlme as he is
sc-hoduled to pass thls point, and dur¬
ing all this tlmo ho must keep the
motor running, though the car be at
rest; to allow the motor to stop would
subject hlm to ponalty.

No Frenk Cur» Admitted.
A "reliabillty run" ls for stock cara

only. No freak or specially dosignod
or constructod cars aro ellgible. Tha
car. onterod must boar a certaln ratlo
to tho total number of curs manu¬
factured by that makor annuatly.
When tho entrant names hls car h«
must at tho somo tlmo namo hls drlver,
or drlvors. and hls offlclal reprosonta-
tlvo. the dutles of the latter being tn

protect tho rlghts of tho ontra-.it. and,
lf necessary. to enter protosts, If tho.
same aro called for. Tho drlver may
sorvo as ropresentatlvo lf so deslred.
If tho ropresentatlvo bo named ln
addition to tho drlver ho shall at all
tlmes rldo ln the car of the entrant so

naming him. A sworn statement from
tho manufacturor is on tlio at tho offloe
of tho A. A. A and all cars onterod
must conform to thls deseriptlon. B«-
fore the run all cars aro Inspected by
u, technlcal bommittoe and tholr con¬
dition noted. After tho run is over
tho Bamo committeo Inspocts them
agaln, and any dofects or needs of
repalrs noted and tho cars pen.ill.sd
aooorcllngly. A clean scoro means that
a car has gone through tho run wlth-
cmt the n'eod of either ropnirs or art-
Justnionis. Gasolene or oll or water
may l»i taken on at the noon or nlght
L-ontrols without penalty, but miiil
always ho done ln tho presonca of the
obsorvor. Adjiwtments or replacomont
of tlres may be mado anywhere on
tho road without penalty, If the motof
Is kopt running all thn tlmo aueij
